Miss Mary Richter, 36 years old, 
was killed this afternoon by a. fal 
from the window of a sixth-floor 
apartment of Hutcheson Arms, 
Grand and Russell boulevards, 
where she was employed as house- 
keeper. Her body was found on a 
concrete driveway, about 2:30 p. m.,

No one saw the fall. and no one 


else was in the ppartment at the 
time, though one of its occupants, 
Richard Dennie, was in the office 
on the ground floor. Robert A. 
Rohner, agent for neckwear manu- 
facturers, and Dennie, located in St. 
Louis recently, and Miss Richter 
came here from Indiana to take 
charge of their apartment. 

Miss Richter had been washing 
her haid, and had put on several 
metal curlers. She wore a blue 
house dress, and without shoes. 

The window from which she fell 
was in a combination dining and 
living room, and was unscreened. 
The window sill was 2% feet from 
the floor. 

From a survey of the physical 
surroundings, the police were un- 
able to determine whether the fall 
was accidental. It was suggested 
that the woman might have leaned 


'hair, although the air was too cold 
to encourage this. 

Rohner, who said he had known 
Miss Richter 16 years, said she had 
sometimes, though not frequently, 
talked in a despondent tone, and 
that he once heard her threaten sui- 
cide. 

Her mother, Mrs. Mary Richter of 
Jersey City, N. J., is believed to 
be the nearest relative.

The track, which had dried out 
thoroughly by last night, again 
threatened to become a mess of 
sloppy mud, although critical ob- 
servers, shortly before noon, insist- 
ed it had a chance to be “fast” if 
there was a letup in the rain. There 
was no immediate letup in sight. 

The temperature, which began to 
drop last evening, was at 40 de- 
grees, 

The worst Derby weather in six 
years struck a blow at estimates 
of a record turnout. Early esti- 
mates of 70,000 were quickly pared 
down to 50,000. 

Field of 16 or 17 Likely.

The bad weather checked much 
of the usual early rush for Church- 
ill Downs.

The Militia turned out mainly to 
patrol the outlying fences and re- 
pel the “gate crashers.” 

Despite the precautions, several 
hundred “gate crashers” made their 
way into the infield by way of the 
back stretch. The group stormed 
the heavy wire gates, leading across 
the track to the grandstand en- 
closure, but two emergency squads 
of militia, aided by the police, 
broke up the crowd. 

Bowman Field said 100 airplanes 
would be quartered there over the 
week-end, most of them used by 
Derby guests. Special trains 
chugged into Louisville stations last 
night and today with hundreds; 
other thousands came by automo- 
biles, river boats, on foot,.and on 
the rods of freight trains to swell 
the Derby day throng.

Thereupon the _ bond | 
was burned, and the collateral was) 
turned over to Scheer. All declared 
they did not know who had ab- 
stracted the bond from the court 
files. 

The prosecutor was told _ that 
Repple had obtained an additional 
$100 from William Scheer a few 
days before the bond was burned, 
and had also asked for “some 
money for the lawyer,” mentioning 
the name of an attorney who had 
seen the bondsmen sign the surety 
when it was put up with the Court. 
No money was paid out for the law- 
yer, however, according to Mc- 
Laughlin. 

Two Held Under $5000 Bond. 


After concluding his interroga- 
tion of William Scheer and Repple 
last night, Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney McLaughlin ordered each held 
on $5000 bond, pending a grand jury 
inquiry. 

At Circuit Clerk Priest’s office, 
it was stated that a duplicate of 
the burned bond was on file, and 
that a complete record of it also 
had been entered in the minutes of 
the suit. 


Benthum sued Herman and Wil- 
liam. Scheer and the Corporation 
Loan and Investment Co. for the 
return of a promissory note for 
$8910, and 1200 shares of Corpora- 
tion Loan and Investment Co. 
stock, which he said he had put 
up to secure the purchase for him 
of 257 shares of Continental Life 
Insurance Co, stock. He declared 
he had never received the stock. 

By the verdict returned, June 30, 
1932, in Circuit Judge Rosskopf’s 
court, the note was voided and re- 
turned to him, and a judgment of 
$6800 was entered against Herman 
Scheer to cover the value of the 
Corporation’ Loan and Investment 
Co. stock which Benthum said he 
had posted. Scheer then appealed, 
and posted the $14,000 bond. 

Repple was questioned last month 
by McLaughlin about the disap- 
pearance from Circuit Court No. 10 
of a file in a criminal case record- 
ing forfeiture of a $1000 bond signed 
by Repple. In this case, both the 
original and the duplicate of the 
bond were gone and the -Assistant 
Circuit Attorney was unsuccessful 
in an investigation to determine 
who had taken the sureties from 
the file.

GALLUP, N. M., May 4. — An 
exchange of accusations of “frame- 
up” and strong words between As- 


sistant District Attorney C. R. Mce- 
Intosh and Robert Minor, cartoon- 
ist and Communist writer, brought 
a halt today to the attempted ques- 
tioning of Minor and Attorney 
David Levinson concerning beat- 
ings which Minor and Levinson say 
they received Thursday night at the 
hands of kidnapers. The men are 
here to aid in the defense of 10 
men charged with murder in the 
jobbless riot on April 4. 

McIntosh, with newspaper men 
and State Policeman Jack Dean, 
was questioning the two men when 
Minor ordered him out of the room 
with the statement: “The kidnap- 
ers are safe in your hands.” 

McIntosh after several attempts 
to question the men was unable to 
get a statement and told them: 
“The investigation is closed.” 

McIntosh said he regretted their 
lack of co-operation. 

Minor accused McIntosh of wink- 
ing at one of the reporters as Lev- 
inson, Philadelphia international 
labor defense attorney, exhibited 
for touch a cold hand and a warm 
forehead. Levinson said he had 
taken eight tablets but still suf- 
fered from pains in the head. 

“You are a liar,” McIntosh 
plied to the accusation. 

“That is a complete indication of 
your attitude, Mr. McIntosh, to-

Doctor’s Examination.

The men, he said, had 
been up all night Thursday but he 
said there were no symptoms of 
pneumonia from exposure.

I was then 
dragged out and thrown on the 
ground, kicked on the knees and 
left again. 

“T heard Minor asking for his 
fountain pen. ‘You won’t need it 
in hell,’ they told him. I could not 
see Minor. A hood was placed over 
my head. This act, together with 
the reply to Minor’s request, led 
me to believe hanging was immi- 
nent. I was dragged into an up- 
right position and asked if I had 
anything to say. 

Told Why He Was There, 

“I told them I was always the 
working man’s lawyer and came

The rest of the 
$3334 Miss Ratz said she gave to 
Kingsbury in person,

300,000 VISITORS IN LONDON

Festival Spirit Unparalleled Since 
Armistice; Formal Celebration

Weather prospects were uncer- 
tain, with unsettled skies forecast 
for tomorrow and possible rain for 
Monday. ‘The ceremonies will go 
ahead, however, rain or shine.

Harry Sawyer, Wanted for St. 
Paul Kidnaping, Caught at 
Pass Christian, Miss.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The Jus- 
tice Department announced today 
the arrest last night at Pass Chris- 
tian, Miss., of Harry Sawyer, want- 
ed as one of the kidnapers of Ed- 
ward G. Bremer of St. Paul, Minn., 
in January, 1934. Sawyer was tak- 
en into custody by Justice Depart- 
ment agents in Pass Christian and 
taken immediately to New Orleans. 

Sawyer had been living with his 
wife at Long Beach, Miss., nearby.

Reed, who came to the Departe 
ment of Justice from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
succeed Crawford Biggs, seemed 
completely flustered by the barrage 
of questions from the bench. Us 
ually suave and self-confident, he 
groped for words as Justice Butler 
pressed harder and harder for spe- 
cific answers. 


Reed Taken by Surprise. 


In his opening argument Thurs- 
day Reed was cut off from answer- 
ing questions by Justices Stone and 
McReynolds regarding section 3-A 
of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act which authorizes the President 
to approve codes of fair competi- 
tions. When he appeared later yes- 
terday to close the argument, he 
seemed ready to give a prepared 
answer to the questions propound- 
ed to him on Thursday, but before 
he could get started Justice Butler, 
reading from the code of fair com- 
petition for the live poultry indus~ 
try—the code before the Supremes 
Court — demanded to know what 
“findings” the President had made 
before he approved the poultry code 
by an executive order. 


Taken by surprise, Reed replied 
that all of the “findings,” that is, 
the reasons for promulgation of the 
code, were to be found in the Presi- 
dent’s executive order, a document 
of about 300 words. This order 
merely noted that an application 
for a code had been filed asking 
his approval for a code of fair come

“The findings that I have been 
referred to,” observed the dour 
Justice, “are not sufficient to ware- 
rant a law under -which persons 
may be fined and imprisoned.”

“Chief” George Chewchki, the In- 
dian wrestlez, who has used a 
blackjack, thumb-tacks, sandpaper 
and other pzin-producing items in 
subduing his opponents in the ring, 
has turned out to be a gypsy, too— 
and a king at that. 

His mother, Queen Lily of the 
Mitchell tribe of gypsies, a full- 
blooded Choctaw Indian, died 
Thursday after a paraiytuc stroke, 
in the wooded grove on Lemay 
Ferry road three miles south of the 
city limits where about 300 mem- 
bers of the tribe have keen en- 
camped for the past three weeks.

Breitenstein and Catcher Heine 
Peitz, another St. Louis’ product, 
became famous as the “Pretzel Bat- 
tery.” In 1896 Peitz was sold to 
Cincinnati and the following year 
Von der Ahe, needing cash, sold 
Breitenstein to Cincinnati for 
$7500, “big money” for those times. 
The reunited “Pretzel Battery” 
thrilled Cincinnati fans until 1901, 
and during that time Breitenstein 
entered baseball's hall of fame 
with a no-hit game. 

Returns to Browns. 


The “Pretzel Battery” was broken 
up in 1901, when Breitenstein re- 
turned to the Browns. His “‘pret- 
zel” hooks had ceased to be a mys- 
tery to big league batters, however, 
and he was released to Memphis, 
where he played two years. He fol- 
lowed the Memphis manager, Char- 
lie Frank, to New Orleans, where 
he pitched in the Southern League 
for eight years, and he rounded 
out his career in baseball as a mi- 
nor league umpire, until 1921. For 
a time he engaged in business, and 
for the last seven years had been 
a laborer in the Park Department. 

Alfred H. Spink, in his history 
of baseball, “The National Game,” 
published in 1910, said of Breiten- 
stein, “he was at one time the 
greatest left-handed pitcher in 
America.” He pitched two no-hit 
games in the major leagues, one 
for the Browns and the second, 
mentioned above, for Cincinnati. 

Surviving  Breitenstein is his 
sister, Mrs. Carrie Fornuff, 3715 
St. Louis avenue. Funeral services 
will be held 2t 2 p. m. Monday 
from Cullinane Bros,’ mortuary, 
1710 North Grand boulevard, with 
burial in St. Peter’s Cemetery be- 
side the body of Mrs. Breitenstein.

CITIZENS’ ANTE-SMOKE 


LEAGUE DISSOLVED 


Funds Exhausted, It Turns 
Fight Over to City and 
Co-operating Agencies. 


The Citizens’ Smoke Abatement 
League, by action of its directors, 
has voted to discontinue the organi- 
zation, effective last Thursday, 
turning the job of eliminating 


smoke over to the city adminisira- 
tion and co-operating organizations. 

A statement issued today by the 
league, of which Dr. George 
Moore, director of Shaw’s Garden, 
was president, said, “The funds of 
the league are exhausted and there 
seems to be no justification for a 
campaign to raise money to con- 
tinue its support in view of the ac- 
tivity of other agencies mére close- 
ly associated with the development 
of the city.” 

The league was organized in 1926. 
A survey was made to determine 
responsibility for the smoke, and a 
fund of $192,000 raised for a cam- 
paign of smoke abatement. A force 
of 36 men was employed, who 
worked for several years visiting 
heating plants of all kinds to dem- 
onstrate that proper firing would 
reduce smoke materially. 


Reduced Soot Fall. 

As a result of this campaign, the 
soot fall was reduced 50 per cent all 
over the city, but when the depres- 
sion came, the league was compelled 
to reduce its force of men, the 
statement read, “and the city and 
coal industry likewise abandonec 
practically all inspection work, re- 
sulting in a marked increase in the 
smoke nuisance.” 

“At a time when things looked 
more or less hopeless the city ad- 
ministration became actively inter- 
ested in the problem and the Mayor 
appointed a committee to suggest 42 
sane program for the elimination of 
smoke,” the statement continued. 
‘The league feels that if Mayor 
Dickmann and the Board of Alder- 
men will back a campaign, which 
in the opinion of all parties inter- 
ested will rid St. Louis of smoke, 
the problem is at last where it be- 
longs.” 

The statement points out that the 
coal industry recognizes the smoke

Individual Aid Pledged. 


“Taking aii these facts into con- 
sideration, the league feels entirely 
justified in closing its office and 
turning over to the city and the 
various co-operating organizations 
the job of eliminating smoke. Mem- 
bers of the league will continue to 
lend individual support to any feas- 
ible plan, which may be decided up- 
on. Should it be necessary at any 
time to revive the organization, 
through failure of the proposed 
plans, this, of course, will be done,” 
the statement said. 


The League carried on its cam- 
paign against smoke through pub- 
lic meetings, radio addresses, civic 
organizations, and newspapers, in 
addition to the employment of in- 
spectors to visit heating plants. 

It issued reports of smoke effect 
on health, plant life, buildings and 
the financial loss smoke caused. A 
report by Victor J. Azbe, former 
consulting engineer of the League, 
issued in April, 1933, indicated the 
deposit of soot per square mile in 
St, Louis was 386 tons during 1932. 
60 CWA Men Employed in Fight. 

During part of the CWA period, 
60 workers were obtained to carry 
on the smoke abatement fight un- 
der direction of Director of Pub- 
lic Safety Chadsey. A year ago a 
campaign was begun by which it 
was hoped to enroll 100,000 mem- 
bers in the League. 

Dr. Moore was elected president 
of the League to succeed W. W. 
Horner, consulting engineer, who 
resigned, Feb. 21, 1934. Other of- 
ficerr were: Vice-president, Mrs. 
Marion C. Blossom; _ secretary, 
Parker H. Woods; treasurer, Mrs.

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WTCILL FRAUD CASE 
IN HANDS OF JURY 


Former Wealthy Rice Miller 
of Arkansas Contends He 
Is Insane. 


The jury trying Alrye U. McGill, 
once wealthy rice miller of Stutt- 
gart, Ark., on a mail fraud charge, 
resumed its delinperations this morn- 
ing in Federal Judge Davis’ court. 
Members of the jury considered the 
evidence for two hours yesterday 
without reaching a verdict. 


The question to be determined by 
the jury was whether McGill was 
sane late in 1930 and early in 1931 


when he was alleged to have sent | 
fictitious bills of lading to the | 
Boatmen’s National Bank along 
with a false statement of the fi-| 
nancial condition of his company, 
McGill Bros. Rice Mill, which en- 
tered bankruptcy in 1931. <An offi- 
cer of the bank testified it lost 
$139,000 by extending credit to the 
mill. 

This afternoon, about 12:30 
o'clock, the jury asked for addition- 
al instructions from the court and 
Judge Davis read again his charge 
to the jury, emphasizing that if the 
jury found McGill had been incapa- 
ble of distinguishing between right 
and wrong, he should be acquitted. 

In his closing argument to the 
jury MeGill’s local counsel, Verne 
R. C. Lacy, reviewed the testimony 
of McGill’s associates in Arkansas 
that his conduct before the mill 
went bankrupt was so peculiar that 
they considered him to be insane. 
The first question for the jury to 
consider, Lacy argued, was the san- 
ity of his client. 

District Attorney Blanton argued 
that the conduct attributed to Mc- 
Gill by defense witnesses was not 
necessarily that of an insane per- 
son. At the time, he said, it was 
natural to suppose that McGill 
would be nervous and high strung 
and irritable. He recalled’ that 
McGill owed the farmers of the 
community about Stuttgart nearly 
a quarter of a million dollars, and 
that his business was failing. Any 
man with a conscience would not 
be himself in those circumstances, 
Blanton said. 

The District Attorney insisted, 
however, that the test of insanity 
was not peculiar conduct, but the 
ability to distinguish between right 
and wrong. The Court, in its in- 
structions, so advised the jury. 

McGill, charged with forging bills 
of lading, pleaded insanity at his 
trial in Arkansas three years ago. 
The jury disagreed.

ABOLISH THE FEE SYSTEM. 


The fee system of compensating public officials, 
still practiced in St. Louis, is an anachronism which 
should no longer be tolerated. In his exhaustive 
study of “The Fee System in the United States,” 
Thomas K. Urdahl describes its origin: 

In the earliest colonial period, there were very 
few taxes levied, for but little revenue was need- 
ed. All the officers were supported more or less 
by the fees which they collected. No expensive 
public works were undertaken by public author- 
ity; hence but little money was needed in the 
treasury. As a result, the idea of paying money 
or fees into the public treasury never seems to 
have ocgurred to the early colonists. In old 
England, they had paid everything into the King’s 
Exchequer for the use of the King and the State. 
What could be more natural than that similar 
payments should, in the New World, be made to 
the highest representative of the sovereign power 
—the Governor? At any rate, such was the case. 
Gov. Clarke of New York, Dr. Urdahl reminds us, 

is said to have amassed a fortune of $100,000 in seven 
years. Gov. Clinton, in a short period, piled up $80,- 
000, mainly from fees. But Governors were not the 
only beneficiaries.

A Post-Dispatch inquiry recently directed attention 
to the fees and charges levied upon estates by the 
Public Administrator, whose office is entirely on a 
fee basis. It was shown, for example, that 128 
estates in the period from September, 1933, to March, 
1934, were charged $5391.50 for the stated purpose 
of reimbursing the Public Administrator for the cost 
of his annual bond premium, although that bond 
premium is only $500. In his handling of 40 small 
estates whose assets totaled $16,252, it was shown 
that fees of $5304, or 32 per cent of total assets, 
were charged for atiministration. Out of the 
fees that go to the Public Administrator 
pays salaries and expenses of his office. He thus 
escapes budgetary control and that supervision of, ex- 
penditures by the central fiscal authority to which

While Britain’s policy has been thus shifting, and 
the other nations have been taking turns in berat- 
ing Germany, the Reich’s own diplomacy has not 
been faultless. It is as Viscount Cecil said this week 
in the House of Lords: “I always thought Germany 
had a good case on its merits, but seemingly she has 
done everything that human ingenuity could devise 
to put herself in the wrong.” 

Announcement of Germany’s decision to build sub- 
marines fits this diagnosis perfectly. Her moral 
right to have them is strong, for the victorious na- 
tions at Versailles outlawed German submarines 
while keeping their own, and later failed to heed the 
pledges there made to reduce armaments. But while 
hoping to win Britain’s support in the present arms 
debate, the Germans take a step that is sure to 
rouse determination in Britain, whose people well 
remember the U-boat terror of war days. 

As it appears now, the nations are engaged in a co- 
lossal game of bluff. Threats of force are met with 
threats of greater force; new armaments with other 
new armaments. 
should have learned from past experience that it is 
not the way to peace. Greater hope lies in the plans 


to reduce armaments if the other nations will do the 

same. While building their forces to greater heights, 

leaders in all the capitals are fortunately leaving the 

doors open to new collective peace efforts. That 

way rather than on the road of Mars will Europe 

find the security her statesmen are talking about.

a large proportion of all highway accidents, 
but because of the great possibilities of 
abatement by practical methods. 

It may be said, also, that it is a case in 
which the warning comes home to the driv- 
er with special force. It is pointed out that 
if he goes to sleep at the wheel, he is much 
more likely to be killed than he would be 
in any one of a wide range of other acci- 
dents to motor. vehicles. 

The reason is apparent He may lose 
consciousness with his vehicle proceeding at 
a rapid rate. It may run into a tree, pole 
or building. It may plunge into a ditch or 
a river. It may smash through the wall of 
a building. It meets its fate head-on. 
There is evident likelihood that he who 
sleeps at the wheel will never wake up. 

The study reveals that, as to drivers of 
private passenger cars, the exposure to ex- 
treme fatigue while driving is relatively 
rare, There is, however, material for warn- 
ings in the accidents that have befallen 
motorists. 

Bus drivers are not likely to drowse at 
the wheel. Extreme fatigue of drivers in city 
bus service is said to be almost unknown.

MOSCOW, May 4.—The first of- 
ficial indication of the strength of

were reported. 
| In eight cities, not including Mos- 
‘cow and the Far East, 2030 tarks

hundred took part in the Moscow 
‘demonstration and reports from the 
'Far East mentioned them as on 
display by the hundreds.

Has the dam the same 
virtues, and the wisdom to teach 
her pups the things they ought to 
know? If either parent falls short 
in any qualification, go look for 
another puppy, The _ pure-bred 
puppy has one great advantage— 
you know what to expect of him 
when he grows up, 

Some breeds are especially suc- 
cessful as children’s pefs. The bull 
terrier is an outstanding example, 
though he will fight every dog. in 
town. Irish and English setters are 
gentle, devoted companions. Police 
dogs, airedales, and Great Danes 
must be selected with care; but if 
you find a good one there is no 
better dog in the world. 


The Scottie, the fox terrier and 
the terrier-sized poodle are about 
the smallest dogs that can take 
care of themselves and keep 4a 
proper sense of proportion. The 
toy breeds are too small and _ too 
nervous to tolerate much _ childish 
exuberance. Of course, you will 
find exceptions to all these gen- 
eralizations—but they may serve as 
a guide. No matter what sort of 
dog you choose, select a puppy who 
is large for his’ breed, not too 
young, and strong and unafraid.

To 
one cup of juice add one cup cf 
sugar and cook for about 20 min- 
utes. Add the juice of one-half of a 
large lemon and let boil for one 
minute longer. Cool, 

Prepare a custard as follows: 

Three-fourths cup of sugar. 

One-third cup of flour. 

One-third teaspoon of salt. 

Two eggs. 

Two cups of milk or cream. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Mix the dry ingredients, add the 
scalded milk and pour’ gradually 
onto the slightly beaten eggs. Cook 
in a double boiler and sfir constant- 
ly until thickened, cool and flavor. 

Place the cooled custard to the 
depth of one-fourth inch in the bot- 
tom of the baked shells, on top ar-
